A GEORGIAN - style de¬ 
velopment is being inves¬ 
tigated to embrace most of 
North Quay in Weymouth. 

Councillors have now 
backed the sale of the 
council offices and this un¬ 
locks the potential for a 
linked redevelopment along 
with the old Fire Station 
site. 

This would allow the 
whole sweep of the har- 
bourside to be considered 
together in the hope that an 
overall development look 
can be achieved. 

Proposals seeking to 
recreate the historic town- 
scape could see scores of 
apartments built on the 
harbour edge with the ex- 
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isting road either diverted 
to follow the line of the old 
High Street or narrowed 
and paved to provide a 
joint route for vehicles and 
pedestrians. 

Weymouth and Portland 
environment spokesman 
Councillor Ian Roebuck 
said: “This is a spectacular 
waterside site which lends 
itself not only to apart¬ 
ments but to restaurants 
and similar businesses. 

“We want residents and 
visitors to be able to enjoy 
the vista without it being 


blighted by brutalist build¬ 
ings which totally disre¬ 
gard the scale and 
character of a beautiful 
working harbour. 

“It would be criminal to 
redevelop in an imper¬ 
sonal high-rise way which 
would ignore our heritage 
and lose the chance to 
recreate the bustling at¬ 
traction of a harbour edge. 

“It is not too unkind to 
compare the council of¬ 
fices with a toad squatting 
along North Quay, and 
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Born in Dorchester in 1963, Caroline Paul was just 
18 months old when her family moved to a run¬ 
down 300-year-old property near Cerne Abbas. 

Nearly 50 years later, Caroline still lives there 
with her parents and teenage son, running it as 
Giants Head Caravan & Camping Park - a "rural 
touring park for healthy walking types." 

Leaving behind a career as an independent fi¬ 
nancial advisor, Caroline began running Treasure 
Trails Dorset five years ago. 


■ WHAT are treasure trails? 

There are more than 55 walking, driving, cycling and bus 
treasure trails across Dorset. Each trail has clues that you 
need to find and solve to lead you around a route. 

They are designed to show you the best historic and 
picturesque sights of a location, whilst entertaining the 
whole family at once. The trails involve either solving a 
murder mystery, following a treasure hunt or carrying 
out a 'James Bond' style spy mission. Each answer elim¬ 
inates a suspect or a location until you are left with just 
one - the whodunnit, the location of the hidden treasure 
or the code to deactivate the device. 

They are award-winning activities that get the whole 
family out and about exploring. 

■ HOW did you get involved with them? 

I first met Steve Ridd, who started Treasure Trails in Corn¬ 
wall, at an air show in 2004. Steve stood out because of 
his lively, fun attitude. I bought a couple of trails and 
both were fantastic. Steve emailed me a few months 
later to say he was looking for someone to write trails in 
Dorset and would I be interested. As my parents were 
getting a bit older I thought it would be a great thing for 
me to do, to reduce my hours as a financial adviser and 
work from home writing the trails while helping them 
with the holiday park. 

■ HAVE you always enjoyed walks and the country¬ 
side? 

I have always been a country girl and have always loved 
the countryside. My favourite trails are those that ex¬ 
plore some of the lesser-known villages. I love to find 
out all I can about the history, local stories and any gos¬ 
sip from the locals. 

■ HOW do people respond to the walks? 

I do get some great feedback from Trailers. Here are a 
few: "Absolutely fantastic! This is the third one I have 
done with the kids, fabulous!" (Swanage 4 Kids Trail). "Did 
it with friends on a brief holiday in Weymouth and they 
loved it - saw things we would normally miss!" (Wey¬ 
mouth Town). "A lovely way of exploring different places 
and noticing things overlooked before."(BridportTown) 

■ HAS anyone got horribly lost following your clues? 
Not that I am aware of - or maybe they are still lost! After 
I have written the trails I always, without exception have 



someone else to check them. I give them the trail and I 
follow behind with a clipboard taking notes just in case 
I have written "go left" and it should be "go right". 

■ HOW do you find new routes or themes? 

I have so many trails that I want to write. Whenever I am 
out I very often divert off the main road down narrow 
roads looking for new places to explore, you wouldn't 
believe what can be hidden away. Dorset is just wonder- 
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ful for all those hidden secrets. Who has lived here, who 
was born here and who is buried here, but I am not 
going to tell you any secrets, you will have to check out 
my trails! I also get asked by people to write new trails. 
Sometimes it is possible but in some cases although 
they live in a lovely part of Dorset there is just not quite 
enough to write a full trail, so I make a note and keep 
these for future driving trails. 

■ WHAT is your favourite journey in the world? 

My father had always wanted to go across the Rockies 
in Canada before he got too old (he's 81 now) so about 
five years ago I arranged for him, his older(!) brother, my 
son and myself to go. We went over Christmas and it was 
fantastic. My mother decided to stay home as she could 
see how much work it would be looking after two pen¬ 
sioners who have spent nearly 80 years squabbling (like 
brothers do) and a teenager. I still think this was my 
favourite journey. 

■ WHO living or dead would you most like to go on 
a walk with? 

I suppose I could be really corny and say Pierce Brosnan 
because he could rescue me with one of his James Bond 
manoeuvres but that would be fibbing. It's Pierce Bros¬ 
nan because he is just gorgeous to all us middle-aged 
women. 

■ WHAT would be your ideal destination after a long 
walk? 

Back home to one of my mum's roastie dinners - yum. 

■ DO you Sat Nav? 

Only when I have to, I am a country girl and a lot of this 
techy stuff goes way over my head, I have only just 
learnt how to turn on my son's iPhone and that is as far 
as I have got with it. 

■ WHAT is your earliest memory? 

I can remember sitting in a pram or pushchair passing 
lots of metal railings. Apparently before I moved from 
Dorchester my mother used to walk with me by the 
Dorchester Hospital where there were lots of metal rail¬ 
ings. 

■ WHEN is the last time you had to say sorry? 

Sorry, me? You've got to have done something wrong 
to say sorry! Only joking, probably to my son, I seem to 
say sorry to him every day but I really don't know why, 
maybe to try and keep the peace when he is having one 
of his teenage tantrums.

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End of an era as councillors 
vote to close the Pavilion 


... but a community group waits in the wings hoping to take on the lease 


WEYMOUTH Pavilion will close on May 
31st but councillors are backing a commu¬ 
nity group to take over future running of 
the troubled complex. 

The decision made by a full meeting of 
Weymouth and Portland council delighted 
Weymouth businessman Phil Say, whose 
Save the Pavilion group could run the 
building, once a lease tender process 
favouring community use is completed. 

He told the View. “We are very pleased 
that the council has backed a community 
group mnning the Pavilion as soon as pos¬ 
sible after it closes on May 31st. 

“I will now be talking with council offi¬ 
cers about submitting a tender for Save 
the Pavilion to run the Pavilion, but we 
need to know what is required of a tender 
first.” 

Nearly 150 people cheered Mr Say 
when they packed into the meeting which 
had been specially switched from the 
Guildhall to the Pavilion Ocean Room to 
fit everyone in. 

He said that the Pavilion was vital to 
Weymouth and that there was widespread 
support for it to be “run by the community 
for the community. Please give the com¬ 
munity a chance.” 

When they will get that chance was 
hotly debated with concerns that the 
switch take place as quickly as possible 
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without being unduly delayed by the ten¬ 
der process. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck’s amendment to 
speed up the tender process was lost de¬ 
spite Councillor John Birtwistle highlight¬ 
ing many people’s concerns when he said 
the Spanish had a word called “manana”, 
meaning not today, “but the council does¬ 
n’t have a word which coveys that sense 
of urgency”! 

EXTRA TIME 

Early speakers included AsOne Theatre 
Company artistic director Jane McKell 
who was cheered when she presented a 
petition calling for a period of one finan¬ 
cial year before the council closed the 
Pavilion. The extra time would ensure the 
best options for the Pavilion were ex¬ 
plored, she said, adding that it was “not 
sensible” to shut the Pavilion at the start 
of the 2013 summer season. 

Another cheer came for Alderman Peter 
Rendall when he said “the show must go 
on”, urging a smooth transition to a com¬ 
munity-run Pavilion. It shouldn’t be 
boarded up with signs about dog security 
patrols, he said, because “what sort of 


message will that send about our Olympic 
legacy”? 

Friends of Weymouth Pavilion chairman 
Cathy Page-Nash said she had a list of 
more than 5,000 names who wanted to 
help with the Pavilion as patrons, with 
skills, as seat sponsors or by holding 
events. 

She added: “Come on! Let’s have the 
theatre open as a focal point for the town 
during the summer.” 

Exmouth businessman Paul Eden said 
he was there because clients of his Holi¬ 
days for Dancers business were so con¬ 
cerned at the potential loss of the Pavilion. 
He said it would be “total commercial sui¬ 
cide” to close it while waiting for tenders 
and he added that he and others could put 
together a plan to let the Pavilion break 
even in 18 months. 

Senior Weymouth TIC advisor Mike 
Deadman said TIC staff had “specialist 
knowledge you can’t buy” and he was 
cheered when he said the TIC had a big 
role in helping the local economy. 

Finance spokesman Councillor Peter 
Chapman said this council budget came at 
a time of “unprecedented change” and that 
theatres were struggling to face “a digital 
onslaught”. A community run approach 
offered the best hope for the Pavilion. 

The council’s budget reflected the chal¬ 


lenges facing Weymouth and Portland, he 
said, adding that a change to all-out elec¬ 
tions would do away with the “idiocy” of 
just electing one third of councillors each 
year. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor Ray Banham 
got the biggest cheer of the night when he 
said closing the Pavilion on May 31st 
would be “economic suicide”. 

But he still lost his amendment to keep 
it open until the end of September after 
Tourism spokesman Councillor Ian Bruce 
warned that doing so could mean Phil 
Say’s offer “may not be there”. He added 
that he was also talking with another 
group which could work with Mr Say to 
run the Pavilion. 

The Labour group had earlier protested 
that “Our hands are tied” over the budget 
and voted against it, but the meeting fi¬ 
nally approved it on an 18-15 vote. 

The meeting knew it had to make brutal 
cuts to try and balance the books and 
among other decisions on the night were 
to sell off the Guildhall and its own coun¬ 
cil offices, cut the CCTV budget by 
£100,000, close TIC centres in Weymouth 
and on Portland and increase council tax 
by 1.99 per cent or about £4.15 on a Band 
B property. Members also backed moving 
to all-out elections in 2015 and reducing 
the number of councillors.

they are monstrously inefficient for an organisation look¬ 
ing forward. I think that few if any residents would 
mourn their removal. 

“Now that the old Fire Station has become redundant we 
have a real chance to treat the whole sweep of North 
Quay as an opportunity to emphasise the unique character 
of our town. 

“The decision by the Planning Inspector to back our re¬ 
fusal of the original plans for the redevelopment of the 
Fire Station shows that others recognise the importance 
of this area and we are looking to work with the architects 
to come up with sympathetic schemes right the way along 
North Quay. 

Mr Roebuck and environment director David Evans 
said plans for the area are already being drawn up, could 
go to councillors in April and be finalised as early as 
May. 

Mr Evans said: “If you stand on Town Bridge and look 
left you have a lovely Georgian sweep of historic build¬ 
ings, but to the right are the council offices and the old 
fire station. It is chalk and cheese. 

“What we hope to do is embrace both the council of¬ 
fices and old fire station sites in a single look to comple¬ 
ment the whole harbourside, to continue that sensitive 
Georgian look right along to Boot Hill and create a truly 
spectacular harbourside in the character of Weymouth. 

“To achieve this we need an historic look, perhaps 
recreating the line of the old High Street to take both 
pedestrians and vehicular traffic or perhaps keeping the 
existing road but with a reduced carriageway width and 
a greater emphasis on quality paving. 

“There is no intention to use High West Street as a 
through route for cars because we want it to retain its 
pedestrian character with the historic Boot pub and Old 
Town Hall at its heart. 

“It is early days but we want to create something which 
reflects the scale, grain and character of historic Wey¬ 
mouth.”

Rise in fire authority charge of 9.5p a week 


DORSET Fire Authority approved 
a rise in the amount it will charge 
Dorset residents of under a fiver a 
year. 

The service says the 9.5 pence per 
week increase will help protect 
frontline services. 

Chairman of Dorset Fire Author¬ 
ity, Councillor Rebecca Knox, said: 
“The Dorset Fire Authority recog¬ 
nises that there is a need to keep 
household bills as low as possible 
but that without this small increase 
of 9.5p per week, the fire and rescue 
service here in Dorset - for which 
we are all rightly proud - would find 
it difficult to maintain the essential 


services it provides. Even with this 
increase we are still well below the 
average fire and rescue service pre¬ 
cept level, plus we will still face a 
£2m shortfall over the coming 
years.” 

Chief Fire Officer, Darran Gunter 
says the service has already identi¬ 
fied over £4m of savings per year 
by 2015/16, a 14 per cent reduction 
in the budget, and cumulatively the 
savings over £29m up to and in¬ 
cluding 2016/17. 

Senior management posts have 
been reduced and some support 
functions have already been down¬ 
sized or outsourced, including legal 


services, payroll and pensions man¬ 
agement, democratic services and 
procurement. 

“We have recently agreed the next 
stage of our efficiency programme 
which will involve examining op¬ 
portunities for income generation 
and fuller cost recovery, further col¬ 
laboration with neighbouring fire 
and rescue services and the benefits 
of shared support services alongside 
our ongoing efficiency savings. 
Members and Officers are deter¬ 
mined that everything possible will 
be done before reductions are made 
in frontline services,” said Mr 
Gunter. 


Is that cigarette you are smoking legal? 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched to 
tackle illegal tobacco trade in Dorset 
and the South West. 

Organisers claim that almost 2 in 
10 smokers in Dorset now smoke il¬ 
legal tobacco - giving the trade in 
the South West an equivalent value 
of £211m at retail prices. 

On Monday Smokefree South West 
launched a multi-partnership initia¬ 
tive as part of on-going efforts to 
tackle the illegal tobacco trade in the 
South West. 

The partnership claims that illegal 
tobacco brings criminals into local 
communities and into contact with 
children. As well as being unregu¬ 
lated, illegal tobacco is often bought 
at ‘pocket money prices’, selling for 
less than half the tax-paid price of 
legally sold tobacco. This attracts 
younger smokers and allows those 
who could otherwise not afford to 


smoke, to maintain their habit and 
undermining their attempts to quit. 

In Dorset, 6 out of 10 people be¬ 
lieve that illegal tobacco poses a real 
danger to children and over 6 out of 
10 illegal tobacco smokers agree that 
the reduced price of illegal tobacco 
products allows them to smoke when 
they otherwise could not afford to. 

Smokefree South West Director, 
Fiona Andrews said: “Significant 
progress has been made since Febru¬ 
ary 2011 when we first launched the 
campaign to tackle the problem of il¬ 
legal tobacco across the South West. 
Our collective efforts to tackle illegal 
tobacco are having a big effect, but 
more can be done.” 

South West spokesman for HM 
Revenue & Customs, Bob Gaiger 
said: "The trade in illegal tobacco 
across the South West is a very real 
problem, one that through this part¬ 


nership initiative we are tackling, but 
there is more still to be done. Illegal 
tobacco is often the first stage in a 
chain of illegal trades that fund crim¬ 
inality. 

“These criminals smuggle tobacco 
and cigarettes illegally into the coun¬ 
try. Some of these will be counterfeit 
and will have been manufactured in 
completely unregulated environ¬ 
ments to be sold at knock-down 
prices. They do not care about the 
impact on local businesses, your 
neighbourhood or your children’s 
lives, targeting anyone and anywhere 
they can make money.” 

The campaign will be running a local 
public engagement event in Dorset in 
March to help bring the message of 
the dangers illegal tobacco poses into 
local communities.

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L PLACE FOR REFLECTION: Peter Finney unveils the new figures and portrait bench attraction 


A PORTRAIT bench has 
been unveiled in Wey¬ 
mouth as part of an innova¬ 
tive national art project 
developed by the charity 
Sustrans to immortalise 
local people who have 
played a key role in the life 
of their local communities. 

A fisherman, a coast¬ 
guard and a lifeboat 
coxswain were chosen by 
local people for the three 
life-size two-dimensional 
steel figures that will stand 
alongside a simple wooden 
bench installed alongside 
the Rodwell Trail near Ab- 
botsbury Road. 

The portrait bench also 
celebrates the development 
of a new walking and cy¬ 
cling network for Wey¬ 
mouth which has recently 
seen a much needed bridge 
over Newstead Road and 
new and safer crossing at 
Ferrybridge. 

Kevin Humphreys from 
Sustrans said: “We know 
that people are more likely 
to walk or cycle for their 
everyday journeys when 
they find the environment 
around them attractive and 
interesting. I’m delighted 
that the local community 
has adopted it as part of 


their community garden 
initiative.” 

County highways 

spokesman Councillor 
Peter Finney said: “The 
Portrait Bench will pro¬ 
vide another focal point 
along this popular route 
and will encourage people 
to stop and reflect on Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland’s mar¬ 
itime past, present and 
future. 


“Early results from Trail 
work are very encourag¬ 
ing. Bridging the gap at 
Newstead Road has led to 
a 77 percent increase in 
cycle usage while the new 
safer crossing at Ferry¬ 
bridge has seen a 42 per¬ 
cent increase in cycling. It 
demonstrates a growing 
demand for good cycling 
infrastructure.” 

Sustrans South West re¬ 


gional director Adrian 
Roper said: “The three fig¬ 
ures look really good. 

“They are designed to at¬ 
tract attention and encour¬ 
age people to use the Trail 
more and they will also 
provide another focal point 
for people.” 

The figures were funded 
with £5,000 of Big Lottery 
Fund cash.

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More BID meetings as campaign gathers pace 


MORE meetings are planned after 
the initial one for the Weymouth 
Business Improvement District 
proved so successful. 

Many business owners said they 
found the informal face-to-face 
style meeting very useful in form¬ 
ing ideas and questions around the 
possibility of having a BID in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

So more meetings are now 
planned for Thursday, March 14th 
and Thursday, April 18th from 
3.30pm-6pm at the William Henry 
pub in Weymouth where refresh¬ 
ments will be provided. These 
meetings are only for Weymouth 
businesses within the potential levy 
payment area. 

BID marketing group manager 
Brian Cooper said: “It was really 
interesting to hear the ideas and

concerns directly from the busi¬ 
nesses within the levy payment 
area. 

“As a direct result of the meeting 
held on January 31st the Steering 
Group has listened to local business 
owners and made modifications to 
the Weymouth BID business plan 
which has been submitted to Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland council for re¬ 
view at their management 
committee meeting on March 5 th. 

“At that meeting the council’s 
role will be to agree the business 
plan and check that it does not con¬ 
flict with any local authority poli¬ 
cies. It will also agree that the BID 
should conduct a ballot in May.” 


Weymouth BID chairman Nigel 
Reed said: “Following the council’s 
management committee we can 
start working towards obtaining a 
YES vote for Weymouth. If suc¬ 
cessful, this would generate at least 
£300,000 a year for five years at a 
time when public funds are reduc¬ 
ing. 

“We are canvassing various 
groups of people over the next 
three months and today (Thursday) 
the Weymouth BID Steering Group 
will be meeting with students from 
Budmouth College who will hope¬ 
fully be able to offer a younger per¬ 
son’s view of the BID business plan 
and project.”

Residents asked for views after councillors dismiss waymark designs 


Taxi driver punched 

ATAXI driver has been attacked as he sat 
in his vehicle in Weymouth town centre. 
Police said the incident happened at 
about 1.50am on Wednesday February 
20th on St. Edmund Street. 

The victim, a 30-year-old Weymouth 
man, was sat in his taxi when an un¬ 
known man got in and became abusive. 

He then punched the driver causing 
minor injuries and damage to his cloth¬ 
ing. Officers said that the driver did not 
require hospital treatment and that no 
arrests had been made. 

PC Adam Bayliss, of Weymouth Police, 
said:"This unprovoked attack has left the 
victim very shaken and I am appealing 
for witnesses to assist with our investiga¬ 
tion. 

"The victim has described the offender 
as a white man aged in his early twenties 
and around six feet tall with tattoos on 
his neck. 

"He had cropped dark hair, spoke with 
a London accent and wore dark clothing. 

"A second man is also believed to have 
been involved in this attack and he is de¬ 
scribed as black, aged in his twenties 
and wearing a white hooded top. 

"Shortly after the incident, the pair met 
up with two women, one of whom ran 
off with one of the suspects towards 
Weymouth Town Bridge. 

"The black male involved then got into 
a taxi with a woman which dropped 
them off along Pottery Lane. 

"Witnesses and anyone with informa¬ 
tion about the assault or those involved 
are asked to contact police as soon as 
possible in the strictest confidence."

RESIDENTS are being asked for their views 
about designs proposed for new waymarks 
along the Weymouth and Portland Legacy 
Trail. 

In 2012 planning permission was refused 
for a series of intrusive “red ring” interpreta¬ 
tion-seating points which were scathingly de¬ 
scribed by councillors as viewing the 
landscape “through sewer pipes”. 

So comments have been taken on board and 
a new series of designs put forward using dry 
stone walling features and stone stacks and 
local materials with separate designs for each 
location to reflect the local environments. 

The aim of the new waypoint designs are to 
provide an overall identity for the trail, reflect 


different layers of rock on a walk through 20 
million years of Jurassic time; and improve 
each area by providing seating, shelter and a 
focus for interpretation. 

There will also be carving, Portland Stone 
insets, new habitats for people and wildlife 
and easy access. 

The Trail runs from Littlemoor to Portland 
Bill and has a unique range of special land¬ 
scapes and wildlife sites of both national and 
international importance including Lorton 
Valley Nature Park, the Weymouth Wetlands, 
Chesil Bank and Fleet Lagoon, Portland Har¬ 
bour, Portland Quarries Nature Park and the 
Jurassic Coastline. 

Wild About Weymouth and Portland hopes 


the Legacy Trail will link the borough to¬ 
gether through its outstanding wildlife sites, 
telling the stories of people, geology and 
wildlife that have created this unique land¬ 
scape to provide a lasting legacy and a long 
term contribution to tourism in the area. 

New and engaging information points or 
‘waypoints’ are being created to raise aware¬ 
ness of 

the special natural environment and encour¬ 
age further exploration along the Trail and 

Jurassic Coast. 

The Legacy Trail is part of Natural Eng¬ 
land’s Access to Nature Wild About Wey¬ 
mouth and 

Portland Partnership Project and it is hoped 


to locate new waypoints at Littlemoor-Lorton 
Meadows, the entrance to the Lodmoor re¬ 
serve, Radipole Lake near the RSPB Wild 
Weymouth Discovery, near the Chesil Beach 
Centre, Merchants’ Incline, New Ground car 
park, Church Ope Cove viewing point and 
Portland Bill. 

Lyn Cooch of the Wild About Weymouth 
and Portland coastal ranger team hopes peo¬ 
ple will get back to her with comments about 
the waymark designs by March 4th on 
07973-907760.

Crossing to be moved 

A SCHOOL crossing in patrol in Weymouth is to be 
moved. 

Dorset County Council is changing Buxton Road’s 
school crossing patrol point after the school holidays so 
it is closer to Cross Road. 

Work is taking place during half-term to remove the 
dropped kerbs, tactile paving and safety railings from the 
existing crossing point outside White Cross flats and re¬ 
locate them around 75 metres along Buxton Road to¬ 
wards White Cross Drive. 

The more centralised crossing point aims to encourage 
more parents to use the school crossing patrol. 

County senior road safety technician Rob Camp said: 
“There have been increasing concerns raised by Holy 
Trinity Primary School and parents about the safety of 
crossing Cross Road. 

“Many parents already cross at this point on Buxton 
Road rather than walk further up to the crossing patrol. 

“By relocating the existing crossing point, we will be 
providing a single crossing point for everyone wanting 
to cross Buxton Road during school times. 

“Parents and children will also only have to cross one 
road as the new crossing will place pedestrians on the 
school side of Cross Road. 

“I’d also like to remind drivers that, as stated in the 
Highway Code, they must stop when a ‘stop for children’ 
sign is displayed.” 

A ‘school keep clear’ marking will also be introduced 
on Buxton Road near the entrance of Cross Road. 

Parents are also being asked to park responsibly and 
avoid parking over dropped kerbs in the area.

MORE than 60 army cadets, from 
Weymouth, Portland, Dorchester, 
Bridport and Beaminster, have tack¬ 
led a proficiency weekend in Dorch¬ 
ester and Bovington.

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Cycleway extension 
plans go on show 

AN exhibition has been held to detail the second phase 
of a cycle path from Ferrybridge in Weymouth to Port¬ 
land. 

The opening phase of the scheme was built last year 
from Ferrybridge to the Chesil Beach Centre. 

Now Dorset County Council has displayed its plans for 
the second phase which will stretch from the centre to 
the Hamm Beach roundabout. 

A final third phase of works will eventually extend the 
cycle path in to Victoria Square. 

The exhibition was led by county project engineer Bill 
Green who said:"We are looking to create a minimum 
2.5-metre-wide shared use footway-cycleway. 

"It forms part of what will eventually be a continuous 
link from Portland to Dorchester. 

"The exhibition showed the scheme for phase two 
and the outline scheme for the final phase three. 

"It was an informative exhibition rather than a consul¬ 
tation, an event held to keep people up to date with 
what we are doing. 

"It is a particularly difficult scheme because of the in¬ 
ternationally important ecological feature we have to 
bear in mind with Chesil Beach. 

"That requires a particular approach and we have had 
a lot of consultation with Natural England to ensure 
that, where we have to do work to widen the existing 
cycleway, it uses land with the least ecological value."

Can summer stop the rot? 


WHAT price the empty properties which seem to 
be turning Weymouth’s welcome smile into a 
gap-toothed grin? 

It’s almost impossible now to stroll the streets 
for any length of time without walking past 
someone’s faded commercial dream. 

It is a bit like a jungle. All the mighty trees are 
shops but, when one crashes to earth, the gap it 
creates is swiftly papered over. 

In the jungle this happens with all sorts of un¬ 
dergrowth madly scrambling for light but on the 


High Street the demise is covered by whitewash, 
flyposting for events or by signs advertising that 
the premises are available to buy or rent. 

It is like a barometer for the health of a town. 
The more such signs you see then the louder 
warning bells should be ringing. 

At the moment they should be deafening in 
Weymouth with shops going down, pubs closing 
and even the main post office moving to a new 
and smaller frontage from the traditional flagship 
comer site it had occupied for decades. 


Some people are trying to launch a Business 
Improvement District, others are doing anything 
they can to stand out from the crowd and attract 
a few extra pounds, but many others are hanging 
on by their fingertips. 

So this summer will be make or break. Get de¬ 
cent weather and a good season boosted by our 
Olympic coverage and economic wounds will 
heal a bit, but get yet more rain and a roadworks 
memory backlash and we’ll be seeing a few more 
signs go up. 


No women, children or animals first!

New 188 MPG Audi A3 
e-tron motors into Geneva 

Plug-in hybrid provides a realistic glimpse into the future of Audi, 
as the new A3 e-tron makes its debut at the Geneva Motor Show 


AUDI will make all the right connections next 
month when the A3 e-tron petrol/electric hy¬ 
brid - capable of up to 188mpg - adds to the 
roster of highlights on the Audi stand at the 
Geneva Motor Show. Integrating a conven¬ 
tional petrol engine and an electric motor, the 
advanced plug-in hybrid offers impressive 
performance, exceptional efficiency and, 
equally crucially, complete freedom from 
'range anxiety'. 

The electrification of the drivetrain, above all 
using plug-in technology, will play a decisive 
role in the model strategy of the Vorsprung 
durch Technik brand.This latest development 
is designed to give some insight into how the 
technology will take shape in the Audi models 
of the future. 

A modified 1.4-litreTFSI unit, in this applica¬ 
tion featuring a peak power output of 150PS, 
provides the more 'conventional' input for the 
A3 e-tron. A clutch links 
this to a 75kw electric 
motor, which is inte¬ 
grated into a newly de¬ 
signed six-speed 'e-S 
tronic' transmission 

sending power to the 
front wheels. Com¬ 
bined, the two power 
units generate 204PS of 
system power and 

350PS of system 

torque, good for a 0- 
62mph sprint of 7.6 
seconds and a top 


speed of 138mph. Peak torque from the elec¬ 
tric motor is instantly available from rest to 
around 2000 rpm, and maximum torque from 
theTFSI engine is on hand between 1,750 and 
4,000 rpm. 

Equally importantly, according to the ECE 
standard for plug-in hybrid cars, the A3 Sport- 
back-based e-tron is capable of covering up to 
188mpg with C02 emissions of just 35g/km. 

The Audi A3 e-tron can run exclusively on 
electric power for up to 31 miles at speeds of 
up to 80mph, or can be powered by petrol 
combustion alone. Alternatively, the hybrid 
mode brings both units into play, and the 
driver can choose to run these simultaneously 
- a function known as 'boosting'. When the 
driver stops accelerating in this mode, both 
motors temporarily deactivate, eliminating 
motor braking torque and allowing the car to 
glide to conserve fuel and recuperate energy.

DESPITE conceding a second minute goal 
after arriving less than an hour before kick-off, 
Weymouth settled to hit six past a Kettering 
Town side who are doomed to relegation.
